The Dixon he referred to is a 


state institution for mental defec- 
tives at Dixon, 111., from which he 
escaped last August. 


After making his confessions last 


night the youth calmly smoked a 
cigaret and then went sound to 
sleep in his cell. 


To a confessoon of three of the 


crimes, the authorities said, the boy 
signed his name—the slaying of 
Frank 
Jordan 
last 
Wednesday 


night; the kidnaping and attack the 
same night of Miss Henry, and the 
shooting Nov. 14 of James F. Mc- 
Elligot during an attempted holdup. 


Witnesses identified Varecha as 


the perpetrator of the crimes. He 
made \erbal confessions to others, 
police said, including a score of rob- 
beries, the fatal shooting of an old 
man on the 
southwest 
side, and 


slaying of a Mexican in his home 
neighborhood. 


Disliked Mexicans 


He disliked Mexicans, Varecha 


told police—so he shot them. He'd 
shot perhaps seven of them, he re- 
called. -

sidewalk." complained Varecha. ,Pp-_ 
lice ar checking the confessed acts. 


Cool, 
defiant, 
frequent 
surly, 


Varecha finally confessed under 
what Alcock termed the'"fourth de- 
gree" technique. His questioners 
said they appealed to his delusions 
of grandeur. 


Also instrumental in securing his 


confession was the statement of his 
sister, at whose home Varecha at 
first maintained he was at the time 
of the south-side atrocities Wednes- 
day night. Mrs. Mary Minski, the 
sister, denied he had appeared there 
until Thursday morning, and told 
authorities he had a gun with him. 


"All right," Varecha then said 


"You've got me now. If my sister 
says that, I'll talk." 


Varecha was captured Saturday 


afternoon in a loop burlesque, three 
days after the "crime wave" to 
which he confessed s'wept the south- 
side. Jordan was slain as he moved 
to resist a holdup as he sat in a car 
with Miss Emma Dahnke. Miss 
Henry's attack 
occurred about a 


half hour later. 


After the questioning, Varecha 


posed for photographers, with a cig- 
aret in his mouth. He suggested that 
touch himself—"to show how cool 
I am."

gan Oct 3 when he shot and killed 
Sheriff Roy Compaton of Rush-co, 
Indiana, who had sought to arrest 
him on a liquor charge. Tb~ killer 
escaped other officers that time by 
jumping out of a second-story win- 
dow. 


Burris, according to police rec- 


ords was a fugitive from the Iowa 
State penitentiary, where he was 
serving a life sentence for the mur- 
der of Mrs. Eric Rose near Boone, 
Iowa, and ha" served time for rec- 
ond degree murder in Missouri.

The president insisted that the 


Hitler cabinet 
be backed by "a 


majority or almost a majority" of 
the Reichstag. Hitler retired to con- 
fer with his advisers, promising to- 
answer before the end of the day. 


One of his closest associates said 


this afternoon that "it is obviously- 
impossible for Hitler, who has spent 
his whole political life in a bitter 
f.ght against parliamentary haggling 
to try to resurrect a system which, 
already is dead. It is most likely 
that he win tell the president that 
he is still ready to head an authori- 
tary cabinet, but his reply will be 
so conciliatory as to leave open all 
doors to negotiations." 


The interview between the presi- 


dent and the Nazi leader this morn- 
ing lasted only 15 minutes and af- 
terward there 
was the bare an- 


nouncement that Hitler had receiv- 
ed the conditional mandate, as lead- 
er of the strongest 
party in the 
Reichstag. 


Other Strings Attached 


Subsequently 
Hitler issued a 


statement that he must consider all 
the conditions before replying. It 
developed then that there were oth- 
ei strings in addition to that stip- 
ulating support by the Reichstag. 


One of them, it was understood, 


was a stipulation that the Hitler 
cabinet must not interfere with the 
federal commission government of 
Prussia. This and other conditions^ 
observers thought, will make it im- 
possible for Hitler to negotiate. 


The president was represented by 


those close to him as unwilling to 
place Germany's fate in Hitler's 
hands without attaching strings to 
the situation, despite the favorable 
meeting between the two most pop- 
ular leaders of the nation on Satur- 
day. 


It was pointed out the pivotal 


parties—the Nationalists, the Cen- 
trists and the Bavarians—are possi- 
bly willing to have the Nazis gov- 
ern Germany, but 
unwilling to 


have the Nazi leader dominate the 
situation. 


A government communique said 


Hitler would notify the president 
of his 
course immediately, and 


added: 


"Herr Hitler was commissioned in 


the capacity of leader of the largest 
party in the Reichstag after he had

government led by himself." 


A spokesman for the Fascist lead- 


er told the Associated Press that 
this was the Nazi vewpoint:

TSenney, secretary of the American 
Bridge league, the most important 
change in the new duplicate code is 
the partial score bonus. This pro< 
vides for 100 points bonus for -suc- 
cessfully making a less-than-game 
contract. 


A new scoring count will be 


adopted, namely clubs and dia- 
monds, 20, hearts and spades 30, and 
no trump the 1st, 3rd, 5th, and 7th 
odd tricks 30 points each, and the 
2nd, 4th and 6th odd tricks 40 
points each.

of the 1933 county fair, but refused 
to abolish the offices of county ag- 
ent and county nurse.

the highway budget to $91,000 a. 
compared with $129,000 last year 
The county paid nearly $12,000 in 
gopher bounties alone in the las 
year and some of the members 
argued that gophers had been 
"bootlegged" from other counties to 
get the bounty. 
Budget Cnt $54,000 


The 
Lincoln 
county budget 
adopted by the board Satin-day, is 
$54,000 lower than the one votec 
last year. The total appropriated 
was $252,881. The county nurse was 
asked to take a pay cut and the 
highway commissioner and the su- 
perintendent of schools volunteered 
to accept reductions. No other sal- 
aries were cut. The budget was re- 
duced by economies in all depart- 
ments. 
The county agent's post was abol- 


ished by the Vernon county board 
but the county nurse was retained 
at a reduction of $300 in salary. The 
county agent holds office until July 
1, 1933. 


The Vilas county board got down 


to real work with a slash of $31,000 
from the budget, setting the county 
allowance at $95,000 fpr the year 
compared with $126,000 last year. 
The biggest saving was cut from 
the fund of the county highway de- 
partment, where the appropriation 
was reduced to S8.000. 


Cnt Own Salaries 


Another $15,000 was cut from the 


general county expenses, $2,500 was 
saved on bonds and interest, $1,800 
in the expenses of the county treas- 
urer's and register of deeds' offices, 
and $300 in the office of justice of 
the peace. County board members 
voted a 20 per cent slash in then: 
own salaries, $500 was saved from 
the appropriation to the circuit 
court, $600 in election expenses, the 
sheriff's office was reduced $1,200 
and fire expense $1,000. 


Other small savings were made 
in the appropriation for the county 
agent, the county superintendent, 
relief for the blind and $1,000 was 
sliced from the snow removal fund. 
The salaries of the highway com- 
missioner were cut $300 and his 
clerk $200. Members of the Tax- 
' payers' league sat in at all board 
sessions and urged strict economy 
on the supervisors. 


Reduced Budget $16,000 


The Clark county board pared

spring. The affiance also obtained 
an appropriation of S2.600 for an ac- 
countant's audit of the Clark coun- 
ty books and obtained voluntary 
salary redactions of from 5 to 15 
per cent in all county salaries in 
addition to the drastic reductions 
passed by the county board last 
fall. 


Abolish Agent's Job 


After appropriating funds to clear 


up the obligations of the 1932 coun- 
ty fair, the board failed to sanc- 
tion the holding of the fair next 
year. Members faced the prospect 
of going home at the close of the 
session without their $3 per diem, 
as a result of the empty treasury, 
although some of them complain- 
ed that they lacked funds to pay 
their hotel bills.

prehension," he continued, "that a 
united_ China would be a t>low to 
her nolicy'of expansion, her dream 
of world conquest." 


Dr. Koo ignored the Japanese as- 


sertion thatf there, had been no 
violation of its pledges to keep the 
peace. 


The real difficulty in the Man- 


churian question, he said, is "Jap- 
an's failure to respect her interna- 
tional engagements," such as those 
stimulated in the league covenant, 
Lie Kellogg pact and the nine-power 
treaty, "and to carry cut her pledg- 
;d word before the league council 
;o withdraw troops from Manchuria 
and to refrain from aggravating the 
situation there. 


"Where this failure is due to a 


native unwillingness on the part 
of the Japanese government," he 
said, "or to lack of authority to en- 
force its will on the all-powerful 
military chiefs, its effect upon the 
world is equally disturbing." 


His voice trembled as he cried: 


' "The ruthless slaughter of Chinese 
citizens and the wanton destruction 
Oj. Chinese property w*iich are still 
Going on in Manchuria as a result 
of the Japanese invasion is beyond 
computation." 


China's boycott of Japanese goods, 


he declared, is "a measure of legiti- 
mate defense which the central gov- 
ernment of my country cannot re- 
fuse to countenance." 


He took issue also with the Jap- 


aiiese reresentative's assertion that 
Japan has no desire to acquire more 
territory. 


He recalled a statement by the 
late Premier Inukai in December, 
1931, to -the effect -that Japan would 
not take Manchuria as a gift. 


"At that very tune, however," he 


said, "neutral news agencies report-

WAR DEBTS TO THE FRONT 


Despite the attitude of an overwhelm- 


ing majority of the present congress, as 
well as the newly elected one, of sternly 
repudiating even the suggestion that debts 
to us be "m any manner cancelled or re- 
duced" there has been a growing rec- 
ognition of the fact that the debts might 
be revised in keeping not alone with 
sound principles but with good business. 


The moral aspects of the case, the fact 


that the debts are honest and have al- 
ready been materially cut, should not 
blind the country to the prospect that 
there may be greater material benefits 
gained in lieu of the gold and that the 
time has arrived when abstract diatribes 
must give way to concrete and practical 
discussion. 


Almost simultaneously with the re- 


ceipt of the British and French notes, the 
committee for the consideration of the in- 
ter-governmental debts headed by Alfred 
P. Sloan, president of the General Mo- 
tors corporation, made public its report. 
This committee, composed of over fifty 
leaders in finance, business and econom- 
ics, has been directing its investigation 
purely from a business and scientific point 
of view and with particular reference to 
the relation between the debts and Amer- 
ican trade and prosperity. 


The report offers the general con- 


clusion that "a reasonable adjustment of 
intergovernmental debts promises 
far 


greater benefits^ to the American people 
than the direct income which would be 
received if payments could be made hi 
full"—a sensible conclusion in that an in- 
crease of one per cent in the annual in- 
come of the United States would amount 
to more than twice the current annual 
4ebt payments. 


The report further concludes that "a 


readjustment of these debts in the light 
of present world conditions," especially 
if it involved favorable concessions to 
American trade, would go far toward the 
stimulation of world-wide and American 
economic recovery. 


We think the restrictions President- 


elect B,oosevelt put upon his conference 
with the President came not alone fcom 
a friendly courtesy in the matter but 
were dictated by the fact that the Presi- 
dent and the present congress must act 
upon questions arising within their terms 
of office and that it is utterly impossible 
for the President-elect and the congress 
which has not yet gathered to do aught 
but study the question in the interim. 


The matter which will interest the 


American people most is: What does Eu- 
rope offer America, or the world, in the 
way of material or spiritual improvement, 
if released from liability to pay? 


BRITAIN'S DOLE SYSTEM 


Profiting by its experience as one of 


the first among the industrial nations to 
provide relief for its unemployed and to 
undertake large-scale projects for unem- 
ployment insurance, Great Britain pro- 
poses to change its entire relief system. 


A royal commission has set up certain 


fundamentals governing the nation's re- 
lief work, the basic proposal being the 
separation of the social from the indus- 
trial problems. To accomplish this end, 
two main innovations are advised: 


First, the state unemployment fund is 


rendered solvent by confining its scope 
to the actual amount paid in by workers, 
employers and the state. All able-bodied 
and willing unemployed workers are to 
receive uniform rates of relief graded 
by tests of their actual needs. 


Second, all others who are unable to 


work by reason of physical disability, 'or 
because of trade disputes or for other 
reasons, are to be grouped in one cate- 
gory and cared for under the existing 
poor laws. 
f 


To receive relief from the state insur- 


ance fund a distinction is made between 
a subscriber who is seldom or never un- 
employed and one who is frequently 
without work, with the former receiving 
more favorable treatment. The period of 
relief will vary from 13 to 39 weeks ac- 
cording to the classification of the case, 
the number of subscribers unemployed 
and the state of the existing fund. 


Able-bodied willing workers who are 


not subscribers to the general insurance 
fund such as certain clerical, agricultural 
and other workers not included in the in- 
surance scheme, or tho^e who have ex- 
hausted their insurance Benefits, will re- 
ceive relief from the municipalities as- 


sisted by a consolidated state grant set 
up annually for that purpose. 


The royal commission recognizes in its 


report that new relief machinery has now 
become necessary not only to deal with 
the transient problem brought about by 
world depression, but to provide for un- 
employment caused by mass production 
multiplying its output of all commodities 
while reducing the man-power necessary 
to supply present demands of consump- 
tion. 


THE INSECURITY OF PEACE 


Back in 1911 the world sensed that it 


had a narrow escape from a war of ex- 
tensive proportions over what was called 
the Agadir crisis. 


At that time France was making puni- 


tive expeditions to fasten her hold on 
Morocco and Kaiser Wilhelm was unwill- 
ing to let this go on, not out of any con- 
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wanted to get a bit of loot out of it for 
Germany. 


So with his usual bluster he sent a' 


warship to the Moroccan port of Agadir. 
He indicated that he meant business. He 
offered France a free hand in Morocco, 
which he didn't own, if France gave Ger- 
many a sizable slice of that part of Africa 
known as the French Congo. 


The average Frenchman did not care 


a toothpick about Morocco and the aver- 
age German cared less about the fever- 
infested jungles of the Congo. Certainly, 
at least in so far as they were aware, 
neither the German nor the French peo- 
ple wanted to kill each other over it.

"General," said Caillaux, "theyv say 


that Napoleon never gave battle unless 
he had at least a 70 per cent chance of 
success. Have we that 70 per cent chance 
of victory if this crisis leads us to war?" 


Joffre ireplied: "1 do not think we have 


70 per cent chance." 


"Very well," said Caillaux, "then we 


will negotiate." 


A satisfactory conclusion was accord- 


ingly brought about but it was Joffre's 
answer that averted war and it was avert- 
ed only because the stars were not in 
quite the proper quarter of the heavens at 
that time for a successful outcome. 


MOTOR MANUFACTURERS BID FOR 


BUSINESS 


Automobile manufacturers are putting 


forth greater effort than ever before to 
revive their market, stagnated by depres- 
sion. A tremendous pentup replacement 
demand is ready for release the moment 
the economic skies clear. Cars are now 
being junked faster than they are pro- 
duced and the manufacturers are assum- 
ing that much of the public's failure to 
buy is now due to choice rather than 
necessity. 


Standard Statistics in a recent sur- 


vey expressed the opinion that the auto- 
mobile business would be one of the first 
major industries to participate in the next 
period of general business recovery. 


The manufacturers are confident that 


this coming year the public wants novelty 
and in their bid for the buyer's favor an 
alluring array of new models is in proc- 
ess of preparation. 
Distinctive improve- 


ments in the equipment and performance 
of the new cars, with pronounced trends 
toward better streamlining and generally 
lower prices are counted on to stimulate 
buying. 


Almost without exception during most 


of the current year the motor plants have 
been building cars on specific orders only. 
Inventories of both material and finished 
product are very low and this fact, to- 
gether with the absence of heavy debt 
charges, places them in an extremely fav- 
orable position for profitable operations. 


Manufacturers will go into production 


slowly, feeling their way, but a general 
spirit of optimism pervades the industry 
that 1933 will at least pull the leading 
manufacturers out of the red.

THE SWISS OUTBREAK 


News of rioting and bloodshed is a tMng to 


wMch the world has become so inured in recent 
years that particular instances of it are likely to 
get httle more than routine attention; but cuch 
news coming out of Switzerland has sometMng 
of the quality of that stanard example of un- 
usualness, a man's biting a dog. A better com- 
parison, perhaps, would be that of a rabbit sud- 
denly becoming aggressive. Reports seem to 
snow that inexperience in troubles of the sort 
may have added to the distressing degree of 
fatality attending the attack on the mob. When 
police closed doors of the Community hall in 
Geneva, in wMch an anti-socialist meeting was 
being held, to shut out disturbers, the crowd 
broke through. Then young soldiers of the 
malitia, who had previously been called from 
Lausanne, were ordered to march to the scene. 
They were ridiculed as "children's troops," and 
when machine-gun tire began many at first 
thought blanks were being used. But the num- 
ber that fell dead and wounded soon revealed 
that tMs was a mistake. Here in the city of 
peace, where intei-iatioi*al discussions of dis- 
armament have been recently taken on 3 new 
turn of hopefulness came tMs painful illustra- 
tion of the deadliness of arms, and of indidental 
unintended wrong to the innocent, for among 
the victims was a child whose paw was shot 
away. Much of the large scale rioting in greater 
centers of population has been attended with 
less fatal results.—Indianapolis News.

THE WEAK HEART COMPLEX 
A boy eight years old, 48 inches 


tall, weighing 56 pounds—wMch is 
the normal height for a boy of that 
age, and a pound or two to the good 
in weight—was exposed to a socall- 
ed school medical inspection or 
health 
examination. He brought 


home one of those deadly report 
forms on wMch the anxious par- 
ents found recorded in the blank 
space after the printed word \Heart 
the written, word Murmur. 


Now I contend, in the name of 


health, that the soicalled health or 
educational authorities^ -^ho sanc- 
tion or promote this school medical 
inspection business are doing harm. 
At the same time T recognize that a 
properly conducts 
periodic phy- 
sical examination & 
LL the pupils 
in aBi£,gracle school r Mgh school 
is a ^valuable thing, for the health 
of the few pupils who are found 
suffering with a remediable defect 
or disease. I do not believe the ex- 
pense of tMs should be borne by 
the public or that it should be 
charged against the public funds. 
,The cost of such medical service 
should be paid by those who ask 
for it or accept it, just as provisions, 
clothing or shelter is. 


For instance, the physical exam- 
ination of any large class of Mgh 
school pupils will usually reveal 
one or two in a hundred who have 
incipient pulmonary tuberculosis. 
The examination includes not only 
the regular chest examination but 
also carefully applied skin tubercu- 
lin tests, and finally X-ray pictures 
of the lungs of all pupils who react 
positively to the tuberculin test. 
TMs is expensive work, and it is 
unjust to saddle the expense on the 
community, unless the pupil's par- 
ents are indigent and dependent on 
the, public relief agencies for sup- 
port. 


The child whose report bore the 


ominous word "murmur" attended 
a circus with Ms mother. A cannon 
was to be fired in the course of the 
performance. The boy told Ms mo- 
ther, as she writes, that he couldn't 
stand the noise because Ms heart 
was hurting. Mother put her arm 
around Mm and, sure enough, she 
could feel Ms heart pounding wild- 
ly. She says any sort of gun or loud 
noise excites him so. Other boys of 
his age \hrill at the bang of a gun. 
But he can't stand it. He gets plenty 
of sleep, on a screened open air 
porch. His appetite is all right. He 
is quite an active boy. But— 


You see, the boy has been made 
heart conscious. His parents are ev- 
idently willing to take the cMld's 
"weak heart" for granted. Some 
obscure doctor imagined he heard 
a "murmur" when he listened for a 
moment to the boy's heart. That 
tore it. 


Any physician who perpetrates 
such a trick is too incompetent to 
serve even as a school medical in- 
spector. If he believes the boy has 
heart disease or any other serious 
trouble it is Ms' duty as a physi- 
cian to say so. When he resorts 'to 
tMs notorious hedg_ing trick of the 
quacks he merely inoculates a few 
people with the weak heart com- 
plex. 
If tMs boy actually has heart dis- 


ease, Ms abnormal sensitivity to 
loud noises has nothing whatever to 
do with it.

Veterans 
Administration 


Chief May Make Def- 
inite Recommendations

Washington — The veterans ad- 


ministration has under considera- 
tion a plan which, under certain 
conditions, may make possible the 
pre-payment of the soldiers bonus. 


Recognizing that the bonus issue 


•will come up to plague every ses- 
sion of congress between now and 
1945, when it is due, and noting that 
the American legion has voted at its 
national conventions to insist upon 


.. pre-payment of the bonus, General 
.'Frank T. Hines, veterans adminis- 
trator, has been studying various 


. plans looking toward a possible 
- elimination of the issue and a settle- 
- ment on a basis satisfactory to the 


ex-service men as well as to the 
treasury. 


General Hines is not yet prepared 
to make 
any 
recommendation, 


though he is studying the question 
in preparation tor the hearings 
which are to be held the end of 
this month by the joint congression- 
al committee appointed at the last 
session to survey the whole prob- 
lem of veterans compensation, al- 
lowances and pensions; 


It became known today that Gov- 
. ernor Roosevelt on his western 
campaign trip sought and obtained. 
data on whether there was any pos- 


sible way by which the bonus 
could be prepaid. 


Z Possible Methods 


The conclusion reached by his ad- 
visers was that only two methods 
presented themselves—either the 
acceptance by ex-service men of 
the present value of their certifi- 
cates as a basis for consideration, 
or else the payment of the full face 
value. The latter meant a heavier 
expenditure than 
was originally 


contemplated by congress and was 
deemed out of the question. The 
former was studied but it was dis- 
covered that unless the ex-service 
men would agree to the present 
value, it -would be difficult 
to 


promise a pre-payment 
of the 


bonus. The issue was finally taken 
o.ut of the campaign by- a state- 
ment on the part of the New York 
governor that the bonus would be 
paid when the treasury condition 
permitted it 


This correspondent 
inquired at 
the veterans administration today 
whether, in view of the oft repeated 
statement that a substantial econ- 
omy could be made in veterans ex- 
penses, the. government could set 
aside this same sum each year and' 
thus accelerate the payment of the 
bonus. 


General Hines, it was learned, 
has been studying the possibilities 
of applying the same idea, namely 
the saving of a particular sum'an- 
nually which could go toward pay- 
ing off the bonus within a year or 
so to all who desired payment. 


Plan of Hines 


The general's plan, which is not 


yet perfected and may never be 
adopted unless congress feels so in- 
clined and the'veterans groups sup- 
port the proposal, is that a sinking 
fund should be established 
from 


which every veteran could get the 
cash surrender value of his present 
.bonus certificate at any time. For 
this sinking fund it is estimated 


that at least $100,000,000 a year can 
be saved for the next five years, or 
possibly a total of approximately 
$500,000,000 by repealing what are 
known as the non-service disability 
allowances. 


This would be. the nucleus of a 


fund out of which the bonus.cer- 
tificates could be prepaid. If the 
government paid in 1932 the full 
face value of the bonds, it would 
mean that $2,000,000,000 expended 
today arid compounded at 4. per 
cent interest would cost the govern- 
ment more than was originally in- 
tended. So the question really is 
whether the veterans would accept 
present value, take their money, 
and invest it themselves at 4 per 
cent and thus have by 1945 exactly 
the same amount which the govern- 
ment promised. 


At present -the full face value of 
the bonus certificates amounts to 
about $3,500,000,000. Of this sum ap- 
proximately $1,500,000,000 has been' 
loaned, so that 
$2,000,000,000 re- 


mains outstanding as the sum that 
the "government would have to pro- 
vide by 1945. The present .value, 
however, of all the bonus certifi- 
cates'is approximately $1,800,000,000 
and since $1,500,000,000 has been 
loaned already, only $300,00,000 of 
present value remains. 


To this, it has been suggested, 


should be added the full 25 per cent 
increase which congress in 1924 
pledged as an incentive to the vet- 
erans not to cash their certificates 
for 20 years. Thus about $1,000,000,- 
000 in all would be needed to pay 
present value, plus the 25 per cent 
increment. 


All Not in Need 


It is estimated that about 600,000 


veterans out of the 3,600,000 who 
hold certificates of adjusted com- 
pensation have not requested any 
loans. It is believed, therefore, that 
not all veterans would wish to see 


and that as economic conditions im- 
proved many more veterans would 
hesitate to cash their polices. 


Assuming that one-third of the 


veterans would not take advantage 


j of the sinking fund plan, since they 
have not borrowed anything on 
their certificates thus far, it would 
mean that approximately two-thirds 
of a billion dollars would have to 
be provided for 'the new sinking 
fund. Ths could be obtained by an 
economy over the next-five years of 
a total of $500,000,000, with possibly 
an extra appropriation 
of about 


$160,000,000 unless 
some further 


saving could be made in order to 
get the latter sum as well. 


The whole plan in a nutshell, 


therefore, contemplates on substan- 
tial extra expenditures by the fed- 
eral government, relatively speak- 
ing, and yet there would be set up 
a sinking fund to which a veteran 
might go at any time and cash his 
bonus certificate and get its pres- 
ent value, including the 25 per cent 
increment promised him. Even 
though this 25 per cent increment 
has not been earned and only eight- 
twentieths of the sum is really due 
to date, the new plan would per- 
mit the entire increment to be fig- 
ured along with the principal grant- 
ed as adjusted compensation when 
congress first put the plan into ef- 
fect eight years ago. 


Present Value Issue 


Would the ex-service men" accept 


present value for their certificates? 
If they did, it would be a simple 
matter for the sinking fund to take 
care of all the requests that would 
be made. It would be the same as if 
the government had adopted' the 
plan on the back of every insurance 
policy a cash surrender value, de- 
pending upon the time at which the 
policy is cashed. 
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had received their adjusted com- 
pensation in full, might spend these 
sums and then come to the govern- 
ment again for pensions. 


But in answer to this it is argued 


that the veterans, even after 1945, 
probably will ask for pensions. So 
that the problem of pensions is not 
going to becompletely erased any- 
way. 
I 


Full Payment Impossible 
i 
It comes down to 
this—full 


payment of the full face value 
ahead of 1945 is something 
which the treasury cannot stand 
at the present ' time and prob- 
ably will not be able to take 
care of for at least three or four 
years, and only then if prosperity 
like 1929 returns and government 
surpluses begin to pile up. 


The alternative, however—name- 


ly the payment of the present value 
of the adjusted service certificate— 
is a possibility if the veterans wish 
to cooperate in the making of econ- 
omy. Out of the $848,000,000 appro- 
priated annually for the veterans 
bureau, it is estimated that possibly 
$100,000,000 might be saved, .but the 
veterans who now 
are recei%ring 


compensation as a result of disa- 
bility not incurred during the war 
would have to agree to withhold 
their pressure for the retention of 
those items. To put it another way, 
the ex-service organizations would 
have to choose between non-service 
disability allowances and a method 
whereby ex-service men could get 
immediate payment on the princi- 
pal of bonus certificates or at least 
the present value plus the 25 per 
cent premium originally promised 
them by 1945.

Cleveland— A frameless house, 


constructed of steel pressed into 
box-like corrugations, 'fabricated in 
a factory and erected on the home 
site in an. incredible short time, is 
now looked upon by the steel and 
building industry as the biggest 
boom to building in a century. 


This house, the first of its kind in 


the United States, is being erected 
in Solon, a town near here. 
Th 


walls and floors are of 20-gaug 
steel, about one-twentieth of an 
inch thick. The outside of the hous 
is covered with insulating faoari 
and porcelain enamel finish. 
Th 


inside can be finished in plaster ani 
wood. . 


The advantages of the house, ac 


cording to Mills G. Clark, presiden 
of Insulated Steel, Inc., who is su 
pervising construction, are its eas 
in erection, weather and fireproo 
qualities, and lower cost. 


Welded Together 


The house is assembled withou 


the use of a bolt or nut. All con 
nections in the assembly arc mad 
by electric spot welds. 
The onl;. 


nails used are those which attaci 
insulation board and laths to th 
walls and floors. 


The walls of the home are rolled 


and pressed from steel in the mil 
The box-like channels form, when 
erected and covered with insulatin^ 
board, a hollow rectangle whici 
adds strength to the structure, as 
well as forming an insulating space 
of dead air. 


The wall sections come in anj 


size, and can be made to fit an> 
space by "Telescoping" the sections 
into one another. 


After a wall section has been as 


sembled in the factory according t 
size specifications, a header strip o 
steel is placed on the top and bot 
torn. The bottom strip is welded tc 
a metal cap on .the foundation, anc 
the house goes up in this manner 
section after section. 


Floors are of steel plates prcssei 


into a "Z" shape. The 'plates ar 
lapped one inch longitudinally and 
are welded in places about 
2 


inches apart. 
The floors have a 


weight per square foot of about si> 
pounds, but can withstand a weigh 
of more than 140 pounds. An aver 
age home will contain about 14 ton; 
of steel. 


Easily Set Up 


Erection of the house presents no 


hard labor. The walls are very ligh 
one man being able to pick up a 
whole section, window sash install 
ed, and carry it about. 
Two met 


can easily handle the work on 
seven-room house, and, it is though 
they will be able to put up th 
completed house in from 10 to 
days, after production methods ar 
more efficiently -worked out. 


Some new features incorporated 


in this home, other than frameless 
steel construction are: 


Ceilings of accoustical tile; door 


and windows of metal; a screen ar 
rangement in windows and door 
which works by a handle—when 
the window is rolled down by the 
handle, a screen, attached to the 
upper edge of the glass, is pullei 
into place—porcelain enamel finish 
interior finish of mantels, base 
boards and other woodwork in mi 
carta; and a modern 
electrica 


kitchen. 


Big: Market For Steel 


If this idea in houses proves pop- 


ular—and its makers have every 
reason to believe it will—it will of- 
fer a tremendous market for steel 
With this increased market, it is 
thought that steel homes can be 
brought far below the price leve. 
of wooden and brick homes. 


At present, with only one house 


under 
construction, 
production 


methods 
are 
hindered by 
the 


lack of mass production. How- 
ever,' if these houses reach the 
stage of wholesale manufacture, i 
is said that a seven-room house and 
garage can be built for about $5000 


In upkeep the steel home is said 


to be much more economical than 
that of any other type. Because ol 
heavy insulation it is easier to heat 
in winter and keep cool in summer 
With the porcelain enamel finish on 
the outside, which can be had in 
any color combination, repainting is 
unnecessary. Its fireproof construc- 
tion will eliminate any loss from 
fires and, being of steel construc- 
tion, it will act as a ground and 
eliminate any damage from light- 
ning.
